‘STONE IN THE KIDNEY. 


HE kidney is a mass of long, nar- 
row tubes. The urine is separated 
from the blood by the cells lining 
thes¢ tubes, It flows as rapidly

called the pelvis of the kidney. After 
remaining in the pélvis a short time 
it passes down a long, narrow tube—

About the only symptom of kidney 
Stone is pain. The degree of pain de- 
pends ‘on how much the stone is being 
moved and also on, its shape and size. 
A stone lying quietly in position may’ 
cause no pain, or there may be a vague 
aching. <A stone. that is being moved 
caused violent radiating pain. The pain 
of kidney stones may radiate into the 
pit of the stomach or into the gall blad- 
der. More frequently it shoote down- 
As is. the case with gallstones, the 
reputation of cures ig not deserved. The 
pain is naturally intermittent. It is 
natural for it te be violent for a season 
and then to disappear and for the stone 
to cause no inconvenience for weeks, 
months, or years.. 
Ti tha treatineah of sena\the Seat 
effort should be to determine the nature 
of the stone. Examination of the urine 
for acidity or alkalinity should be re- 
peatedly made. On the results of this 
examination treatment is to be based. 
If the urine is small in amount, concen- 


is that the stone is composed of uric 
acid or some related chemical. If the 
urine is alkaline, the probability is that 


_| the stone is composed of phosphates. 


If the urine is persistently acid and 
concentrated, preventive treatment 
should be directed in that direction. 
Meat should be eliminated from the diet 
or greatly lessened. Boiled meat ig bet- 
ter than meat otherwise cooked. Beef 
tea, coffee, and tea should not be al- 
lowed. The urine should be kept alka- 
line, or just on the border line, for a 
considerable time. Nothing is better 
for the purpose than a vegetable-fruit 
diet, and especially Irish potatoes.

The new ‘Duke of ft Norfolk is the six- 
tieth earl marshal of England. As 
such it is, in spite of his tender years, 
his prerogative to sign the proclama- 
tions to the people, of war and of peace, 
as well as 


the latters’ heir. Besides this he is, in 
conjunction with his staff of knights-at- 
arms, herald, and pursuivants, who 
have their headquarters at the Royal 
College of Heralds, résponsible for the 
grant of armorial bearings, as well as 
for the arrangement and conduct of all 
great state functions, and of big official 
ceremonies that partake more of a na- 
tional than of a court character. 

In olden times the earl marshal en- 
joyed the superintendence and supreme 
direction of ali tournaments, jousts and 
trials by combat: Moreover, as presi- 
dent of the court of chivairy, a title 
which he still retains, he was regarded 
as the chief arbiter and judge in’ all 
questions of honor, and periodically sat 
as judge to determine éases Sreyent be- 
fore the court of.
